A special cable published in the New York Sun, April 21, 
ays of the deelarations of the Roman Catholic clergy, Na- 
tionalists, Sinn Feiners and representatives of labor: 

“It was expected that the Roman Church would give sup- 
ort to the policy of resistance to the conscription law, but the 
lrastic action taken caused a surprise. The clergy have more 
han regained their political leadership of former days. The 
ower of the Roman Church is indicated by the fact that there 
re 1,400 priests distributed in 1,060 parishes. 

“Twenty-seven of thirty Bishops signed the manifesto, and 
till more important is the direction of the clergy for adminis- 
tering anti-conscription pledges to nine-tenths of the entire 
‘atholic population.” 

On the 15th Cardinal Logue had sent a message saying that 
he bill was “an outrage on the clergy.” (N. Y. Sun, Ap. 16.) 
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The New York Times, of the same date, contains the follow- 
ing in a despatch from Toronto about the action of the Roman 
hierarchy in Quebec: 

“The passive resistance of the French Canadian population, 
by taking. advantage of the multiple appeals and the scarcity of 
judges in the Province of Quebec, has up to now nullified the 
act so far as a quarter of the population is concerned. Only 
about 1,500 French Canadians have been conscripted.” 

If anyone should be surprised that the action of Irish and 
Canadian prelates should be so different from that of the Ro- 
man hierarchy here, the explanation is that in each case the 
promotion of the interests of the Vatican is the paramount con- 
sideration, as stated in vigorous terms by the late Dr. Phelan, 
on p. 123 of this issue. 

And a London despatch to the N. Y. American, April 21, 
says that emphasis is laid on the decision of the Roman hier- 
archy to throw its lot with the Sinn Feiners, who have openly 
proclaimed Germany as their ally. 7 


LETTERS OF FIRE

It will be a splendid, final answer to’ the German hordes—an 
answer in which every American who is also a Christian cannot 
fail to do his part. 


One Church Paper Speaks Out 


In these days when the almost universal silence on the part 
of the non-Catholic religious papers of the country suggests 
most incomprehensible blindness to the boldness and suc- 
cess of the Papal politicians and priests and priest-politicians it 
is pleasing to note that the New York Christian Advocate, March 
i4, 1918, had an editorial entitled “Sectarian Scandal,” suggested 
by a letter in the public press calling upon Bishop L. B. Wilson, 
as a member of the War Council of the Y. M. C. A., to “make 
a move to end the distressing sectarian scandal that has resulted 
from the rivalry in war service” of the Young Men’s Christian 
\ssociation, the Knights of Columbus and the Young Men’s 
Hebrew Association. : 
“The Christian Advogate has no authority to speak for Bishop 
Wilson, but Mr. Guard should understand that the ‘sectarian 
scandal,’ if any is being fomented—as no one can doubt if he 
reads the Catholic press—has originated outside of the Y. M. 
C. A. The Association has initiated no rivalry. It had quali- 
hed for this service in other campaigns, and was ready to serve. 
It promptly placed its organization in the hands of the President 
for the good of the soldiers—and was accepted. Everything 
which it can contribute is open to all men in uniform, without 
respect of creed. Priests are as welcome to celebrate the mass 
in its huts as are Protestant ministers to administer the sacra- 
ments, and there is no discrimination against Hebrew rabbis for 
any use they wish to make of its facilities. In many camps such 
happy union of the religious forces is in practical existence. 
Chere could hardly have been any ‘sectarian scandal’ if a selfish 
ecclesiasticism had not promoted it for fear that Catholic sol- 
diers might be contaminated by intimate association with 
heretics.. The Y. M. C. A. is the fruit of Protestantism) but 
roselyting is no part of its war work. Without altering or dis- 
upting its organization it has proved itself adequate to serve 
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the universal needs of the soldier without regard to creed. In 
France it has done the same Christian service to the Sikh and 
Senegalese that it did to the Canadian and Anzac. They were 
not asked to place Mohammedans on the governing board. Ab- 
solute equality of their service to all was the only test that was 
applied or should be applied. Mr. Guard has apparently been 
misled into allying himself with those who are to blame for what 
he calls ‘the painful spectacle of organized sectarian rivalry.’ 
He does not know that the field was fully occupied—and with 
complete satisfaction, as far as the army was concerned—by 
the Y. M. C. A. until the Roman hierarchy launched a rival, a 
strictly sectarian rival. Even as it is, the organizations are doing 
their work in perfect harmony within the camps. The ‘painful 
spectacle’ is principally exhibited in the Catholic journals, and 
in the newspapers which are open to Catholic influences. Their 
aim is apparently to detract, if possible, from the immense credit 
which the Young Men’s Christian Association has won by its 
efficiént public service.” , 


Note for Readers of Catholic History 


The Literary Digest of March 23, 1918, has a review of a 
History of the Society of Jesus in North America, Colonial and 
Federal, which must, in several respects, be a typical Catholic 
work of its kind, judged by the reviewer’s remarks. Much of 
what he says of this book is equally true of many issues of most 
of the Papal organs published in this country. 

After referring to certain merits in the literary and mechan- 
ical features of the book the reviewer says: “In background and 
in form, therefore, the ‘History’ appears attractive to the stu- 
dent and historian. Unfortunately, a jarring note is struck in 
the preface, in referring to criticism upon the first volume—and 
this proves to be the key-note of the volume itself, which is not 
merely an impatience of criticism as such, but an affectation of 
scorn and superiority that at the outset raises prejudice. A 
careful and patient reading of the volume affords nothing to 
diminish and everything to increase the feeling that history has 
been employed as a polemic. This polemic is conveyed in sneer, 
innuendo and carefully turned phrasing. Impartiality is not 
found. For instance, use of the Bible, its translation into Indian

languages—indeed, all Protestant activities—are objects of denun- 
ciation. This is unfortunate, because there is now no necessity 
tor historical writing of this character. Protestant historians and 
mpartial Catholic writers alike have recognized and have repre- 
ended the religious animosities of earlier ages and have frankly 
tated their evil effects when exhibited in books intended for 
veneral use.” 


GOD’S EASTER CALL TO CHRIST’S MISSION 
Within the last few months three distinct calls have reached 
‘hrist’s Mission, each being different from either of the others. 
Che first came from a South American country and dealt more 
articularly with the case of a priest who had turned away from 
tome to evangelical truth. The second came through a New 
.ork weekly of nation-wide circulation in a picture showing the 
nthusiastic welcome accorded to our sailors by thousands of 
Catholics in another South American country, coupled with an 
ccount of a public utterance of a learned Roman Catholic, who 
as one of the leaders in the Catholic political party, affirming 
triendship—almost affection—for the people of the United States, 
nd the third has come from the lips of an American Roman 
Catholic soldier, back from the European front, and was given in 
the chapel of the Mission itself. 
As our readers know the Mission has devoted several rooms 
} the accommodation of soldiers and sailors who may be in 
need of sleeping and other facilities. A few days ago two Catho- 
c soldiers, who had been looking at the rooms upstairs, looked 
ito our hall and said: 


Is this the New Church? I don’t see any altar, or statues, 

r pictures, or crucifixes, or holy water. Because after the war 

e are going to do away with all those things, and the lace robes 

f the priest and the wafer on the tongue, and all that sort of 

thing. We are going to follow the White Christ who has been 

ith us in the trenches and shall have no use for most of the 
ings in our churches that we have there now. 


Surely the question: “Is this the New Church we [Roman 
Catholics] are going to have after the war?” coupled with the 
declaration that the mass and incense and holy water and other 

rominent features of the Roman system are to be left behind 
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after the war, constitute, for the friends and supporters of 
Christ’s Mission, something much louder than a mere “call.” 
Is it not rather a bugle note, sounding the command: “Forward 
—march!” ? 

In a sense that applies to no other institution in this country 
this Mission is—as far as is possible under present conditions— 
the “New Church” of which he spoke. It rejects both the essen- 
tials and the trappings of the Papal system, because they have 
been weighed in the balance and found wanting—not because of 
any odium theologicum, or the championship of any one set of 
doctrines as against another, but because, in a phrase often used 
by Father O’Connor himself, “they have not been a blessing” 
to the Catholic people. 

The White Christ has always been the centre of the Gospel 
preached at Christ’s Mission—and not merely the centre, but 
the Alpha and Omega as well. The first of the two definite 
purposes for which it exists is the evangelization of the Catho- 
lic peoples of the world—whether Greek or Roman, or any other 
kind—by telling them of the mighty power of the Risen Christ, 
first, to forgive their sins, and then, to deliver them from the 
dominion of sin here on earth, so that they can enjoy, every day, 
the peace and joy that result from this blessed personal 
experience. 

This Mission declares that Jesus died for all men once for all, 
and that our Blessed Lord can be approached at any time, in any 
place, under any circumstances, by any man, without the aid of 
the Virgin Mary or any saint or angel or apostle. 

While these two paragraphs set forth commonplaces to evan- 
gelical Christians the facts stated strike at the foundations of the 
whole structure of Roman ecclesiasticism. 

How Are WE To OBEY THE CALL? 

The first step is to resolve to obey it. This step may be made 
easier, perhaps, by mentioning some things that are NOT essen- 
tial to success: 

1. A full knowledge of technical Roman doctrine and 

theology themselves. 


A stock of arguments with which to confute Roman 
errors. 
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Such a knowledge of the Scriptures as will provide you 
with a suitable text to quote at every turn. 

A thorough acquaintance with Paulist and Jesuit sophis- 
tries and casuistry. 

A large knowledge of the history of the Papacy and the 
crimes of Popes and Papal puppets through the ages. 

Not one of these things is essential, though, of course, all 
may, under certain circumstances, be useful. 


Tue Few REAL ESSENTIALS. 


There are, however, a few things that ARE essential, and 
without which no abundance of the foregoing non-essentials will 
provide real or lasting success. 

These include: 


1. A positive personal experience of a definite transaction 
with Jesus Christ, resulting in an absolute knowledge of the 
forgiveness of the sins of the past, and deliverance from the 
dominion of sin now. 


2. The bearing in mind of these features of the Roman 


system, and the way in which they work out in practice in 

daily life: 

1. The Bible is, in practice, virtually an unknown book. 
Its warnings, its promises and the teachings of Christ 
and .the apostles—and even its stories—are all un- 
known. 


2. The “Church”—which means in practice the hierarchy— 


is the sole source of authority, God having delegated 
all His power and authority to the Pope and his 
priests of all ranks. 


3. Therefore the laws of the Church are to be obeyed at 
peril of loss of Heaven, whether they are in the 
Scriptures or not. (The most conspicuous instance of 
this is attendance at Mass. There is not a word in 
the Scriptures about Mass at all, yet a Catholic who 
should, while in health, fail to attend Mass in the 
morning, and be instantly killed in an accident in the 
afternoon, would go to Hell without hope—not be- 
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cause of the sins he had committed all his life, but 
because he had not attended Mass that morning.) 


That God is still so angry with Catholics for having caused 
the death of Christ that He can only be appeased by 
the continual offering of “the unbloody sacrifice” of 
the Mass; and that Christ Himself shares that feeling 
towards them so far that the intercession of the Vir- 
gin Mary, apostles, angels and saints is necessary to 
induce Him to hear and heed their prayers. 

5. That no Catholic can ever know that he is “saved”— 
even with the Roman brand of.“salvation;” and fur- 
ther, that the holiest Catholic and greatest Pope have 
only an indefinite period of suffering before them in 
Purgatory to look forward to when they die—even if 
they die “in a state of grace.” 

For practical purposes the foregoing constitutes all the men- 
tal equipment necessary for any indiyidual to do his part in 
putting the New Testament Gospel before any Roman Catholic 
friend or neighbor. 

And it is the “testimony” that will win. 

As TO THE MAGAZINE.

A VISION OF THE FUTURE. 
In every city of this country there should be a Christ’s Mis- 
sion work. This does not necessarily imply a hall and services, 
but it does imply workers who, in the first place, will labor to 
inspire other evangelical Christians with a desire to put the 
Gospel in the Christ’s Mission way before individual Catholics. 

There is no necessity for attacking Roman error. With the 
exception of one or two somewhat lengthy addresses on Transub- 
stantiation, we do not remember any direct attack on Roman 
doctrine by Father O’Connor in all the eleven years of associa- 
tion with him in this work. He often referred to one or other 
in his addresses, but even then not in any effort to refute them, 
but to show that he had something better to offer, and his lan- 
guage was seldom such as to arouse antagonism among his 
Catholic hearers. Christ said, “The truth shall make you free,” 
and if those who will obey this third call to Christ’s Mission 
will bear this in mind and secure the acceptance of the Truth, 
the individual Catholic will “do the rest” for himself. 

One of the chief points of importance in what these Catholic 
soldiers said lies in the fact that they spoke for many more like 
them; and this number will be multiplied by thousands before 
the close of the war. We have good authority for the state- 
ment that not only are the Douay Testaments being supplied for 
our Catholic soldiers, but that they are being supplied to them— 
which is another thing altogether. And these Testaments con- 
tain the words of Christ Himself, which few of the recipients 
have probably ever read before. And only to mention one Gospel 

that of St. John—that will give them the words of our Lord 
Himself to them as individuals that they never heard, while the 
silence of the two Bulls of their “first Pope”—the Apostle Peter— 
on all the essential features of their Church will surely arouse 

‘ attention of all those who take any thought at all as to what 
they are reading. 

The fields are white unto the harvest for Christ’s Mission 
o-day as they never were before. ; 

Let us, then, one and all, not only hear the trumpet call 
inded by this Roman Catholic soldier, but go forth, each one 
his, or her—and especially her—own sphere to do the work 
vhich the White Christ calls them on this Easter Sunday! 
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THE STORY OF MY LIFE 
BY ELI M. ERIKSEN, DIRECTOR OF CHRIST’S MISSION.

My stay with Capt. McKeown was short, but I lost no time in 
testifying to the saving and keeping power of Christ. The first 
Sunday morning I was out on the street with the Salvation Army 
soldiers. It was joy unspeakable to me to sing “Rock of Ages, 
cleft for me,” outside the very building in which I had been a 
captive for several months. My one desire was that others should 
taste and see that the Lord was good. 

On that Sunday morning my thoughts went out to Brother 
Berkmann, knowing well that he was longing for freedom, al- 
though overawed by superstitious fear of excommunication and 
damnation by the authorities of the Church. He who had 
caused my exposure on Sept. 29, and had prevented my getting 
my liberty was—on Oct. 19—still in bondage, while I was free. 

I was singing: 

“My soul is now united 
es To Christ, the Living Vine, 
And I shall go to Heaven, 
<i pe If I in Christ abide.” 
—not to Purgatory, because Jesus paid the price of my salva- 
tion on Calvary’s hill; as Peter (the so-called first Pope), said: 
“Ye are not redeemed with corruptible things as silver and gold 
from your vain conversation received by tradition from your 
fathers, but by the precious blood of Christ, as of a Lamb with- 
out blemish and without spot’”—1 Peter i, 18, 19. How sad it is 
that people still pay out money for masses to redeem the soul! 
When will our Catholic friends awake to the fact that there 
remained no more sacrifice for sin? For the writer of the 
Epistle to the Hebrews says in chapter x, 12: “But this man 
(Christ Jesus), after he had offered one sacrifice for sin for 
ever, sat down on the right hand of God.” 


To me it was wonderful to walk in the Army procession 
through the streets of Dundee. It was hard to keep step to the 
beat of the drum, because neither monks nor nuns are allowed 
to walk upright or with military spirit; they must walk with 
modesty and humility, with downcast eyes and hands hidden 
either in the sleeves or under one’s scapular or cloak. I could 
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not keep step, and this made the brethren smile and the people 
realize that | was a new recruit: 

That evening I spoke in the Army hall on Rosebank Hill. 
My language was poor, but I felt like a bird let out of a cage— 
happy and grateful for liberty, but not quite as strong as when 
captured. For as with animals, so with men, confinement steals 
the strength. The bird, let out of its cage, will not at once 
mount the sky, but jumps from branch to branch till its wings 
have been strengthened by exercise, so with me it meant time 
and practice; but I have often proved since that God gives power 
io the faint, and to them that have no might He increaseth 
strength. 

“They that wait upon the Lord shall renew their strength: 
they shall mount up with wings as eagles: they shall run and 
not be weary, and they shall walk and not faint”—TIsa. xl, 29-31. 
\Vhen I speak of strength I mean spiritual strength and fluency 
of language. Four years spent in silence without one hour’s 
instruction in English, only saying our morning and evening 
prayers, and our talk of the recreation hour. being only of the 
childish fairy tales of holy monks and nuns, was no great help 
to make a foreigner into a public speaker. Still, what words 
could not express, the movements of my hands and feet pro- 
claimed the fact that I was a Salvationist in soul and heart. 

Major Wilson asked me if I would go to a small town near 
|kundee—Broughty Ferry—to help the captain, as he was alone, 
and I reached my new home on Oct. 20. Words fail to express 
what I felt when I entered that Salvation Army hall. It looked 
like a forsaken coal shop: the windows were half covered up 
with boards, and the front was decorated with mud from the 
street. The hall, seating about fifty people, was packed. The 
only things that could attract the eye were a few texts and a 
portrait of General William Booth. 

After singing and prayer, I was introduced to the people, also 
Mrs. Blair, the Treasurer; Mr. and Mrs. Anderson, Mrs. 
liowell, Mary the Greengrocer, Mrs. Wright, the janitor; Lizzie, 
the greatest War Cry seller in the Ferry; Granny Crackmer, the 
star of the Army—wonderfully saved from sin—also John Good- 
icllow, a young man who had given his heart to Jesus and had 
surrendered himself for service in the foreign field. In this

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happy company I made my home for several months, until, after 
being trapped by my superior, I again became a prisoner in 
Twyford Abbey, Ealing, London.

An “Exclusively Catholic Trade” 

Father O’Connor often said that if he hadn’t been blessed 
with a sense of humor he would have been dead long ago. Had 
he been still with us, he would have enjoyed this paragraph from 
the New York Times, March 10, concerning a restaurant-keeper 
invited to explain to a Food Administrator why he had failed 
to observe a meatless Tuesday in his place.

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THE INDIGNATION OF CARDINAL O’CONNELL 


Cardinal O’Connell is an ultramontane of the most advanced 
type, and his indignation is very easily aroused at anything that 
‘seems to him even to imply any reflection on the alien Sovereign 
Pontiff, even if the particular words used are true. Indeed, the 
more of truth there is in them, the greater is likely to be the 
indignation of the Boston cardinal. 


In the year 1910 his indignation against Colonel Roosevelt's 
Roman Catholic secretary had one good result for the American 
public, because it led to his making a speech before the Federa- 
tion of Catholic Societies at Lowell, Mass. This speech con- 
sisted largely of a vituperative vilification of Mr. John Callan 
©’Laughlin because that member of the Roman Church had jus- 
tified Colonel Roosevelt’s refusal to accept Vatican dictation 
as to whom he should, or should not, visit when in Rome. Car- 
dinal O’Connell (who had not then received the red hat) said, 
among other things: “We know tltat the Catholic Federation 
will keep out of public office such men as O’Laughlin,” and, “if 
we cannot be represented by men who sincerely and honestly 
stand with the Church, then rather than have such types as this 
©’Laughlin misrepresent the Church’s principles and our most 
sacred sentiments ten thousand times not to be represented at all” 
(Boston Post, May 2, 1910). The italics are ours. 

In the Pilot (Cardinal O’Connell’s organ) of May 7, in an 
editorial on “loyalty” are these paragraphs: 

The loyal Catholic stands squarely with his spiritual 
leaders in everything (italics in Pilot). We are not now 
speaking of the cold-blooded believer. We are speaking of 
the loving child of faith. The one will be constantly quib- 
bling, the other magnanimously faithful. The one will be 
using foot-rules and tape-measures. The other reaches 
conclusions by intuitions which despise mere calculations 
in the interests of God. 

The one is perpetually measuring his little brain and his 
village wisdom with the Church’s giant minds. The other 
is proud to stand with those he loves to look up to. The 
one is perpetually whining about infallibility and its limita- 
tions. The other says, infallible or not, until proven false by 
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the Church itself, “I stand with the Pope’s wish, with Rome’s 
action, with my bishop’s attitude, with my pastor’s views.” 

On the same page in the Pilot we read that the Lowell ad- 
dress of the (then) Archbishop “was the final word upon a very 
absorbing matter,” and that “it was a word of authority, as well 
as the word of one who knew his ground, and who spoke openly 
after long and careful deliberation,” and in the next column that 
“He (the Archbishop) said that such nominal Catholics (as Mr. 
©’Laughlin) would never be elected to represent the interests of 
real Catholics.” 

So far as we know this was the first plain declaration of its 
kind ever made in this country by a responsible prelate, his 
brethren of the mitre usually referring to this topic in equivo- 
cally worded sentences intended to convey the impression that the 
Catholic societies were in no way organized for political purposes. 

Isast month Cardinal O’Connell’s virtuous indignation was 
aroused again—this time by the publication in the February 
number of the Red Cross Magazine of a poem by Rudyard 
Kipling, which contained this stanza: 

Emanuel’s vanguard dying 
For right, and not for rights; 
For Lord Apollyon’s lying 
To the stall-fed Stockholmites, 
The Pope, the swithering neutrals, 
The Kaiser and his Gott 
Their roles, their goals, their naked souls— 
He knew and drew the lot. 

The “He” referred to is John Bunyan, of whom it is a safe 
guess that not 1 per cent. of the Catholics have ever heard, 
(In passing, it may be mentioned that his “Pilgrim’s Progress” 
is one of the very best possible books that can be put into the 
hands of any Roman Catholic who is likely to read it.) 

Cardinal O’Connell evidently considers Kipling’s offence 
against the Pope as lying chiefly in his bracketing him with 
the Kaiser, because of course Bunyan knew nothing of Pope 
Benedict XV, though he knew much more about the system he 
represents than the average Free Churchman does to-day. 

That Pope Benedict XV has labored hard and accamplished 
much for all the belligerents along humanitarian lines canfhot be 
gainsaid; but what Kipling had in mind’ when he’ wrote the, 
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verse was the total ignoring of moral issues m his Peace Note 
to the Powers last fall—a stand that he has consistently taken 
all through the war, and which his priests label “impartiality.” 

The Brooklyn Tablet, March 23, 1918, quotes this from the 
Catholic Tribune: 


“The Osservatore Romano |the Vatican organ in Rome] con- 
tends that the attitude of the Holy See in the present war ‘has 
been improperly called neutral.’ It prefers the term ‘impartial.’ 
As there has been frequently mention of ‘benevolent neutrality’ 
in the case of Greece and other countries, the point seems to 
us well taken. The Osservatore is also: quite right in calling 
attention to a fact, overlooked by superficial critics of the Holy 
Father, namely, that the only attitude which the Holy See can 
take is one of scrupulous impartiality because of its international 
and supernatural character, which puts it above the contentions 
and conflicts between nations.” 

The whole history of the Papacy sustains the theory that the 
Vatican works for its own interest always; and naturally so, 
since it sets itself up to be the only visible agency of the 
Almighty on earth, holding His commission to govern every man, 
woman and child on the face of the globe, according to Pope 
Boniface VIII. 

Cardinal O’Connell calls Kipling’s verse a “lying insult.” 
From the point of view just put forward, the “insult” can hardly 
be described as “lying,” because people who put personal inter- 
est before principle were plentiful enough in Bunyan’s time, 
as they are now. 

{f, however, the Cardinal considers it a “lying insult” to 
bracket the Pope and the Kaiser together as standing for the 
Systems they represent, there appears even less cause for com- 
plaint. 


For these Systems have much in common. 
1. Both claim Divine authority and assistance. 
2. Both act continually upon the principle that the end jus- 
tifies the means. 
Both act with total disregard of the interests of per- 
sons lying outside the immediate sphere of operation. 
doth use violence to attain any given purpose. (Violence 
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along spiritual and economic lines is often more eftec- 
tive than physical blows or torture would be.) 

3oth are absolute autocracies. 

Both are, in their very nature, deadly foes to democracy 
and “free institutions.” 

Both obtain vast sums from their people without ade- 
quate return. 

Both govern through an oligarchy which, in turn, works 
through a magnificent organization of agents, all of 
whose personal interests are involved in the work to 
which they are set. 

Both make political power, material wealth and earthly 
possessions their chief objects of attainment. 

Both act, as to general policy, without regard to any 
usually accepted “moral standards.” 

Both are willing to use any agent—as well as any means 
—to accomplish the end in view. 

30th, so far as they can, keep “the people” in ignorance 
of all except the things they wish them to know for 
the benefit of “the men higher up.” 


Both are willing to sacrifice the lives, liberty and prop- 
erty or welfare of others for the attainment of their 


purposes. 

14. Both are given to threatening. 

15. Both are past masters in the art of “bluffing.” 

16. Both are deadly foes to all the fundamentals of the social 

and political fabric of American free “institutions.” 

This does not in any sense mean that all the Roman Catho- 
lic people are enemies of our free institutions. It may well 
be doubted whether one-tenth of 1 per cent. ever heard of the 
Bull Unam Sanctam, the Syllabus of Errors of Pope Pius IX, 
the Encyclicals JImmortale Dei, Longinque Oceani and Libertas 
Prestantissimum of Pope Leo XIII. Furthermore, Cardinal 
O’Connell had—according to the Milwaukee Catholic Citizen, a 
tangible proof of the Gallicanism of his own archdiocese at the 
‘“Anti-Aid” Amendment election in Massachusetts. The Papal 
Peril does not reside in the laity, but in the machinations of the 
hierarchy, and the number and importance of the strategical 
positions held by their henchmen in city and State governments, 
as also in the Federal services.

CHRIST THE LIBERATOR. 


The spirit of the Lord is upon me, because the Lord 
hath anointed me: he hath sent me to preach to the 
meek, to heal the contrite of heart, and to preach a 
release to the captives, and deliverance to them that are 
shut up. 

To proclaim the acceptable year of the Lord, and the 
day of vengeance of our God: to comfort all that mourn: 
To appoint to the mourners of Sion, and to give them 
a crown for ashes, the oil of joy for mourning, a gar- 
ment of praise for the spirit of grief: and they shall be 
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called in it the mighty ones of justice, the planting of the 
Lord ito glorify him.—Isa. 1xi, 1, 2, 3. 

This passage was read in the synagogue at Nazareth by 
our Blessed Lord Himself on the occasion of His first recorded 
public address (Luke iv, 16-27), and He began by telling the 
congregation that that particular Scripture was being fulfilled 
in their ears. In other words, He proclaimed Himself as the 
Great Liberator of Humanity. 

And that particular crowd of Jews gave proof of their need 
of liberation from their national tradition of being the only 
people on earth who should receive any revelation or other mani- 
festation of favor from God, in that at the end of the recorded 
passage of His discourse given us by St. Luke they “rose up 
and thrust him out of the city; and they brought him to the 
brow of the hill whereon their city was built, that they might 
cast him down headlong.”

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CATHOLIC NAMES 


The Brooklyn Tablet, March 23, quotes this from The Echo: 

“The new Code of Canon Law provides that Catholic parents 
must give their children the names of saints in baptism. An 
exchange very properly remarks that the list of those whose pat- 
ronage may be invoked at the solemn moment of christening is 
sufficiently large to suit the tastes of even the most critical. 
Names that seem to have been culled from a botanical catalogue, 
or that would sound well in a list of Pullman coaches, are by no 
means appropriate for Catholic children.” 


THE BEATIFICATION OF OLIVER PLUNKET 


According to the press despatches from Rome, St. Patrick’s Day 
was celebrated by the reading of a decree by Pope Benedict for 
the beatification of Oliver Plunket. 

Mer. O'Riordan, rector of the Irish College, delivered an 
address, in which he said that Ireland to-day was paying to 
Plunket “a debt owed to him for more than two centuries.” 

Oliver Plunket was put to death after being convicted in 1681 
on the charge of having conspired to bring a French army into 
Ireland. He was born in 1629 in Meath County, Ireland, was 
educated for the priesthood, and from 1657 to 1669 was profes- 
sor of theology at the College of the Propaganda in Rome. Pope 
Clement IX appointed him to the Archbishopric of Armagh, the 
Primatial See of Ireland in 1669. 

At least a part of the “debt” that Ireland has been owing to 
the deceased prelate for over two centuries had to be paid in 
hard cash, for The Catholic Encyclopedia, Vol. II, p. 369, says, 
in its article on “Beatification,” that “if the postulator of the 
cause chooses to spend a modest sum, the entire cause from the 
first process to the solemn beatification will not cost him less than 
$20,000. The expense of the process from beatification to 
canonization will easily exceed $30,000.” 

The same authority tells us that “the name of Archbishop 
Plunket was officially submitted for approval to the Holy See 
and for which the decree was signed by Leo XIII Dec. 9, 1886, 
authorizing the Cause of Beatification to be submitted to the 
Congregation of Rites (Vol. XII, p. 170).” 
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In the article on Beatification the Encyclopedia says (Vol. II, 
p. 368): “The true origin of canonization and beatification must 
be sought in the Catholic doctrine (cultus), invocation and inter- 
cession of the saints. As was taught by St. Augustine (Quest. 
in Heptateuch., lib. II, n. 94; contra Faustum, lib. XX, xxi) 
Catholics while giving to God alone adoration strictly so called, 
honor the saints because of the Divine supernatural gifts which 
have earned them eternal life, and through which they reign with 
God in the heavenly fatherland as His chosen friends and faith- 
ful servants. In other words, Catholics honor God in His saints 
as the loving distributors of supernatural gifts. The worship of 
latria, or strict adoration, is given to God alone; the worship of 
dulia, or honor and humble reverence, is paid the saints; the 
worship of hyperdulia, a higher form of dulia, belongs, on ac- 
count of her greater excellence, to the Blessed Virgin Mary.” 


CATHOLICS IN THE U. S. ARMY 


If one were to believe all the statements of the Pope’s talking 
machines in the Papal press and on Papal platforms, one would 
be likely to expect that if the war lasts a few months more about 
105 per cent. of our army owed “spiritual” allegiance to an alien 
priest. “The Literary Digest” of March 30, 1918, has some 
interesting figures showing that 40 per cent. (the last high- 
water mark we remember seeing) is nearly twice that of a set of 
tables presented, which shows them as 22 plus. 

As to these figures the New York Christian Advocate says: 
“On the showing made [by Dr. Carroll] it would seem that 
the Catholics would demand the publication of the census in full, 
for the incomplete returns leave the Catholic authorities in the 
position of having solicited contributions from the general pub- 
lic and demanded chaplaincies from the War Department upon 
grounds which were not warranted by the facts.” This last 
phrase appears to us as a very thin camouflage for obtaining 
money under false pretences—everywhere an integral part of 
the Roman system, the most conspicuous example being the 
“gold mine” of “Purgatory.” One is reminded of Milton’s lines: 


High on a throne of royal state, which far 
Outshone the wealth of Ormus and of Ind, 
ur where the gorgeous East with richest hand 
Showers on her kings barbaric pearl and gold, 
Satan exalted sat, by merit raised 

To that bad eminence. 
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THE “DRIVE” FOR THE KNIGHTS OF COLUMBUS 


Never before has there been public demonstration of such 
huge dimensions and the crying need for the work of Christ’s 
Mission as during the recent so-called “drive” for money to 
support the war work of the Knights of Columbus. 

Never has there been such a display of absolute ignorance 
on the part of the American public as to the fundamentals of 
the Papacy, of which the Knights of Columbus is perhaps the 
most powerful lay agency in existence, of the things for which 
the Knights of Columbus stands, as an organization, or of the 
entity of the Knights of Columbus itself. 

That politicians, whose first and last thought is of “the 
Catholic vote,” and commercial men of all sizes, who want the 
Catholic money in their business, should lend their influence 
and write large checks, is no great cause for remark. But that 
ordinary citizens of good education, who should know--if they 
don’t—at least a little of the history of thé Papacy, should act 
as they have done, and that even ministers of evangelical churches 
should lend themselves to the promotion ef the schemes of the 
Roman hierarchy is, at first sight, a most astounding phenom- 
enon. And yet, after all, it is but a concrete exhibition of two 
things: First, of the success with which the high—and low— 
priests of Rome have bamboozled the generous, open-hearted 
and open-handed American people; and second, of the ignor- 
ance of the American public, as a whole, of both the Papal sys- 
tem itself and of the things for which it stands. 

What are the things—or some of them—for which the Knights 
of Columbus stand ? 

1. For the Temporal Power of the Pope. No more illumi- 
nating evidence of what that means, as regards the United States 
as one of the belligerent Powers, can be adduced than a few 
sentences recently published in America, the Jesuit organ pub- 
lished in New York, boldly asserting the Papal supremacy over 
the rulers of all the Allied belligerent Powers—including, of 
course, the President of the United States—given on p. 34 of 
this magazine for February. 

2. For the suppression of liberty of the press and of liberty 
of speech in the interests of the Roman Church. This has been 
evidenced by its support of movements to exclude from the 
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mails publications which state inconvenient facts about the 
Church and its hierarchy, and various acts of violence in differ- 
ent parts of the country against speakers who tried to warn the 
priestly machinations of various kinds. 

It is a purely sectarian body whose objects are purely secta- 
rian, and is under priestly control, both as a whole and so far as 
the individual Councils are concerned; and the priests who con- 
trol it are, in their official capacity—whatever their personal 
character or feelings may be—the representatives-of an alien 
priest, whose predecessors Pope Leo XIII and Pope Pius IX 
have officially condemned, seriatim, all the fundamental principles 
upon which our political and social fabric has been erected, and 
for the preservation of which we are in the Great War. 


“SPIRITUAL ALLEGIANCE” IN CANADA 


Last fall the Canadian Parliament passed a conscription law 
which was opposed by the Roman hierarchy, headed by Cardinal 
Begin, who issued a statement published in the New York Times, 
July 31, 1917, which was noteworthy because of the grounds 
upon which his opposition was based and the principles asserted 
with more or less clearness of language: 

1. The Roman Church is declared to be “independent in its 
domain”—that is, above the State (as the word may be used 
to stand for the Government of the whole Dominion) and not 
subject to its authority. 

2. The laws of the Roman Church “exempt the clergy and 
that class of the society (the Roman Church) which that name 
designates from the service under arms,” thus placing “the laws 
and practice” of the Church of Rome above the statute laws 
of the Dominion, even in a matter vitally affecting the safety 
and welfare of the whole country. 


3. The “immunity of the clergy” from the duty and service 
demanded of all other citizens for the welfare of the nation, is 
boldly asserted. 


1. By means of a question it is practically demanded that 
the exemption boards (or whatever bodies corresponding to our 
boards of that name are provided for in the bill) should favor 
Roman Catholic theological students at the expense of other 
men in their respective communities. 
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The essential paragraphs of Cardinal Begin’s “statement” 
read thus: 

“This military service, as it is proposed, is not only a serious 
blow to the rights of the Church of Christ, independent in its 
domain,* and whose laws and practice exempt the clergy and 
that class of the society which that name designates from the 
service under arms, but also it (the conscription law) consti- 
tutes a fatal obstacle to the recruiting of ministers of God, shep- 
herds of souls, as well as to that of the staff of clerical teachers, 
and through this very fact it creates. in our society, an evil 
much worse than that which it is alleged to attempt to remedy. 

“The clause as it is written might lose some of its ill if it 
were interpreted in the spirit of the Church. But what guar- 
antees have we that the members of the special tribunals will 
be all Catholics, enlightened and good-willed, capable of pro- 
nouncing with sincerity and knowledge on a question of its 
importance?+ (Italics ours.) * 

“If we judge by the very rude knowledge revealed by certain 
speeches made in the Commons one may indeed fear that some 
Legislators, so little enlightened and maybe also somewhat ill- 


willed, may not make a choice that we would approve, and here 
is what legitimatizes all the fears.” 

The sender of the dispatch said that it was contended by the 
upholders of the measure that the rights of the Roman Church 
were in no way affected by the conscription bill—the only men 
it affected being divinity students, who were not yet priests. 


*In the Encyclical Jmmortale Dei (November 1, 1885) denial of the suprem- 
acy of the State over the Roman Church is expressed in one of those equivocai 
forms in which the papal secretaries are such experts. On page 114 of “Great 
Encyclical Letters of Pope Leo XIII,” Benziger, New York, we find this passage: 

“The Almighty, therefore, has appointed the charge of the’ human race 
between two powers, the ecclesiastical and the civil, the one being set over 
divine, and the other over human, things. Each in its kind is supreme, each 
has fired limits, within which it is contained, limits which are defined by the 
nature and special object of the province of each, so that there is, we may say, 
an orbit traced out within which the action of each is brought into play by 
its own native right.’ (Italics ours.) 


+In the Encyclical Longinque Oceani (Pope Leo XIII), January 6, 1895, we 
read: “It would be very erroneous to draw the conclusion that in America 1s 
to be sought the type of tle most desirable status of the Church, or that it would 
be universally lawful or expedient for State and Church to be, as in America, 
dissevered and divorced. The fact that Catholicity with you is in good condition, 
nay, is even enjoying a prosperous growth, is by all means to be attributed to the 
fecundity with which God has endowed His Church, in virtue of which, unless men 
or circumstances interfere, she spontaneously expands and propagates herself; but 
she would bring forth more abundant fruits if, in addition to liberty, she en- 


joyed the favor of the laws and the patronage of the public authority” (p, 323). 
(Italics ours.) 
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Our daily papers recently contained accounts of a typical Ro- 
man warfare for the defeat of a law promulgated by “a duly 
constituted” authority which does not suit the Papal hierarchy. 
In Quebec, on March 29, the militia was called out to quell a 
mob that had wrecked the office of The Chronicle, owned by Sir 
David Watson, Commander of the Fifth Division of the Cana- 
dian Expeditionary Force, set fire to the Auditorium Theatre 
and attacked the annex of the latter building in which the 
draft records and papers had been stored. The attitude of the 
mayor, M. Lavigueur, may be gathered from the last paragraph 
of a long dispatch in the New York Sun of March 31: 

“Mayor Lavigueur reiterated that he would feel under no 
circumstances justified in calling out military authorities, even 
in the event of another riot.” 

The immediate cause of the outbreak was the effort by the 
police to arrest certain draft evaders in the city, and the night 
before the attack mentioned above the mob had wrecked a police 
station, one officer being so savagely attacked that his skull was 
fractured. 

In this outbreak we have a concrete application of the pro- 
nouncement of the late Dr. D. S. Phelan, of St. Louis, in a 
sermon published in The Western Watchman of that city, of the 
issue of June 27, 1912. This passage, which attracted much 
attention at the time, was worded as follows, the italics 
being ours: 

And why is it the Church is strong; why is it everybody is 
afraid of the Catholic Church? And the American people are 
more afraid of her than any people in the world. Why are they 
afraid of the Catholic Church? They know what the Catholic 
Church means. It means all the Catholics of the world; not of 
one country, or two countries, but all the countries of the world. 
And it means more than that: It means that the Catholics of the 
world love the Church more than anything else, that the Catho- 
lics of the world love the Church more than they do their own 
governments, more than they do their own nation, more than they 
do their own people, more than they do their own fortunes, more 
than they do their own selves. We of the Catholic Church are 
ready to go to the death for the Church. Under God, she is the 
supreme object of our worship. 

“We Are CATHOLICS First.” 
Tell us that we think more of the Church than we do of the 
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United States; of course we do. Tell us we are Catholics first 
and Americans or Englishmen afterwards; of course we are. 
Tell us, in the conflict between the Church and the civil govern- 
ment we take the side of the Church; of course we do. Why, 
if the Government of the United States were at war with the 
Church we would say to-morrow, “To Hell [sic] with the Gov- 
ernment of the United States!” and if the Church and all the 
governments of the world were at war we would say, “To Hell 
[sic] with all the governments of the world!” They say we are 
Catholics first and Americans decidedly afterwards. There is 
no doubt about it. We are Catholics first, and we love the 
Church more than we love any and all the governments of the 
world; and we love the Church more than we love our fathers 
and our mothers, we love the Church more than we love our own 
children. 

I love the people of America; I love the people of every 
nation; I glory in their loyalty; but let the governments of the 
world steer clear of the Catholic Church. Let the emperors, let 
the kings and the presidents not come into conflict with the head 
of the Catholic Church. Because the Catholic Church is every- 
thing to all the Catholics of the world; théy renounce all national 
ties when there is a question of loyalty to her. And why is it 
the Pope is so strong? Why is it that in this country where we 
have only seven per cent. of the population the Catholic Church 
is so much feared? She is loved by all her children and feared 
by everybody. 

“THE Pore Is THE RULER OF THE. WORLD.” 


Why is it the Pope is such a tremendous power? I[hy, the 
Pope is the ruler of the world. All the emperors, all the kings, 
all the princes, all the presidents of the world to-day are as these 
altar boys of mine. The Pope is the ruler of the world. Why? 
Because he is the ruler of the Catholics of the world, the Catho- 
lics of all the world, and the Catholics of all the world would die 
for the rights of the Pope. He is the head of the Church, and 
they would die for the Church. And the Church is the Church 
of Jesus Christ, and they need not have any misgivings on that 
score; there need be no misconceptions there—the Catholics of 
the world are Catholics first and always; they are Americans, 


they are Germans, they are French, or they are English after- 
wards. 


“REVENGE OF THE CRADLES,” 
In the light of the foregoing, a lengthy despatch from To- 
ronto to the New York Evening World, March 28, becomes the 
more interesting. The “revenge,” of course, is prompted by the 
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passage of the conscription law in defiance of the Roman 
hierarchy. It contains the following paragraphs (italics ours) : 


An amazing propaganda is being conducted among French 
Canadians. It is described by one Jesuit priest, Father Lalonde, 
as “the revenge of the cradles.” It consists of an appeal to 
French-Canadian mothers to utilize their well-known fecundity 
to raise as large families as possible. The distinct objective is 
electoral majorities in Parliamentary constituencies. 

The propaganda is confined to the Nationalists, described as 
the most highly organized and uncompromising force in Cana- 
dian politics. It is carried on by public speakers, by pamphlets 
and persistently in the newspaper organs of the movement, Le 
Devoir and Le Nationaliste, and spasmodically in other news- 
papers which, without being avowedly nationalist, are not lack- 
ing in some sympathy. 

The appeals are often direct. The truth is repeatedly pressed 
that under ballot-box government the majority rules and that 
French-Canadian mothers are blessed by nature so that they can 
provide for the race the majority that will regain for it the rights 
which it is declared are being filched from it. Other appeals 
are indirect. * * * 

It is not the purpose of the Nationalist propaganda to keep 
the total French-Canadian increase within the confines of the 
Province of Quebec; - they are encouraged to migrate to other 
parts of the Dominion; and the birth rates of other Provinces, 
notably in Manitoba, have already been modified by the French- 
Canadian influx. But the policy of migration is also accompa- 
nied by a strict policy of segregation which keeps French- 
Canadians in compact communities, self-contained as far as pos- 
sible as to education and religious ministration and untouched 
hy the currents of the world outside. 


AN OPEN LETTER TO A“PROTESTANT CHRISTIAN” 


King Solomon once declared that there was “nothing new 
under the sun,” but if he had been connected with Christ’s 
Mission it is probable that he would have perceived a striking 
“double-headed” novelty in the New York Times of March 17, 
1918, in the following passage from a letter written by a down- 
town business man to ex-Judge Morgan J. O’Brien, chairman of 
the Bankers’ Committee assisting in the “drive” for $2,500,000 
for war work of the Knights of Columbus: 
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Tue DouBLE-HEADED NOVELTY. 

“IT am sending you a check for $1,000, because I cannot 
evade my responsibility as a Protestant Christian to the 
young Catholic Christians fighting in the vast army for God 
and democracy across the waters.” 

Never before, it is safe to say, has “a Protestant Christian” 
publicly acknowledged his responsibility for the souls of his 
Catholic fellow-citizens in a secular communication given to the 
press, and, in the second place, honestly tried to discharge 
that responsibility by sending a check of $1,000 to help forward 
the work of a Papal organization! 

The nearest approach to any incident of the kind that we 
can think of at the moment is the action of certain evangelistic 
campaign managers who send the names and addresses of 
Catholic enquirers who sign “cards” at the services to priests of 
Rome. In other words, when a Catholic who has so far demon- 
strated his anxiety to find the truth as it,is in Jesus, because of 
the failure of his Church to supply the needs of his soul, as to 
attend such a service and then to come forward for further 
spiritual help gives them his name and address, he is virtually 
sent back again for help to the very system that had already failed 
him up to that time! 

All of which shows the need of that part of the work of 
Christ’s Mission which deals with the informing of Christian 
people as to the real nature of Roman Catholic doctrine and the 


ways in which it works out among those who have been brought 
up in it. 


To THE GENEROUS PROTESTANT CHRISTIAN: 


Dear Sir—Your letter to ex-Judge Morgan J. O’Brien, quoted 
in the New York Times, March 17, 1918, aroused intense inter- 
est at Christ’s Mission, established for the double purpose of 
evangelizing the Catholic people and informing the non-Catholic 
public of the true nature of the doctrines of the Roman Church 
and the activities of its hierarchy in this and other countries. 

It was the first time that the workers had seen in a public 
secular print any acknowledgment on the part of “a Protestant 
Christian” of any responsibility for the souls of his Catholic 
citizens, for one thing, and that was very gratifying in itself. 
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That you should have used the word “Christians” after the 
word “Catholic” in a sense that showed that you thought the 
term meant the same thing with regard to them that it does as 
describing yourself shows that you are not aware of fundamen- 
tal things that create a great gulf between you and them as 
individuals, and your generous gift in aid of the Knights of 
Columbus work shows also that you have never had the time 
or opportunity to learn what are those things for which it stands 
—without reference to the teaching of the Church of which it 
is so strong an arm. 

With regard to the Roman teaching and that of the evangeli- 
cal Church to which you doubtless belong, it is safe to assume 
that there are these differences on vital points: 

You accept the Bible as your sole standard of life and action, 
and go to it for personal instruction in spiritual things, for 
counsel in times of perplexity and fdér comfort in time of sor- 
row. It is a lamp unto your feet and a light unto your path, 
and when you were a young man you heeded its warnings and 
walked in the way of its commandments. You regard it as THE 
Word of God Himself to you personally and act accordingly. 

The Roman Church teaches that the Bible is not THE Word 
of God, but only A word of God; that THE voice of God for 
Catholics is heard in the commandments and teaching of the 
CHURCH, to which the Bible has been committed for interpre- 
tation; that it cannot be safely read by the ordinary layman, and 
Pope Leo XIII, as late as 1885, forbade the issuing of any edi- 
tions of the Bible even by Catholics, without the sanction of 
the bishop. Further, it is not the commands of the Bible that 
are to be obeyed under pain of “mortal sin,” but the command- 
ments of the Church. For example, there is no command, even 
in the Catholic Bible (that I have) to go to mass—indeed, the 
mass itself, as said in the Roman churches, is never even men- 
tioned—and yet failure to go to mass is a “mortal sin’—that is, 
one that will, in itself, shut out the soul forever from the pres- 
ence of God. 


In practice this works out that, speaking generally, Catholics 
never read the Bible—few even have one. There is no reason 
why they should read it, as long as they are within reach of 
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their priest, because he, representing the Church, which declares 
herself the repository of all truth, tells them all they need to know 
or that God wants them to know, of His will concerning them. 
So that they receive no warnings from its pages as to the con- 
sequences of sin; no comfort from its promises; no gracious 
words from Christ Himself; no counsel from the Old Testa- 
ment, and no doctrine from the New. In practice for the Catho- 
lic laity, as a whole, it does not exist. 

Hoping to inform you further as to the good things that 
you possess, and that “Catholic” Christians do not, in the hope 
that you will in future share them with them,
